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Several other terms are proper names for judges or justices, including chancellor and circuit 
judge. 


A chancellor is the name given, in some jurisdictions, to a judge of the court of chancery. 
Originally, a chancellor was an ecclesiastic and the keeper of the king's conscience and was the 


guardian ofall infants.” A common pleas judge is the officer who presides over a court of common 
pleas.’ 

A circuit judge is a judge of a circuit court,’ whereas a district judge is the judge in a federal or 
state judicial district.° The designation of a judge, in general terms, as a United States judge, is an 


apt and sufficient description of a judge of a court of the United States.° 
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A trial judge is the judge before whom a cause is tried.’ Such term is used most commonly on 
appeal from the judge's rulings.’ A judge authorized by law to hold a court which is a court of 


record is a judge of a court of record.”
